high schools. 

Touching off Monday’s action 
was the State Board of Educa- 
tion’s firing of 12 supervisors last 
week over the protest of State 
School Supt. M. D. Collins. 


Association Secretary A. J. Gei- 
ger said the request for investi- 
gation came from the Associa- 
tion’s Commission on Secondary 
Schools. Chairman of the Com- 
mission, according to Geiger, is 
W. E. Pafford, one of the 12 dis- 
missed supervisors. Geiger said 
Pafford has not made a personal 
request to him for an investiga- 
tion however.

‘Farms Grows 


By DICK HODGES 
Soil conservation plans are now 
in effect on more than 61,000 
Georgia farms State Conservation- 
jist Jule G. Liddell, of Athens, told 
the seventh annual convention of 


‘tthe Georgia Association of Soil 
Conservation District Supervisors 
Monday. 

And approximately 1,000 other 
farmers each month are request- 
ing assistance in deve:oping the 
conservation plan on their respec- 
tive farms, Liddell said. 

“In some counties more than 85 
percent of the farms are now 
‘working under the conservation 
program,” he continued 

Pointing to the trem-"idous for- 
ward progress made oy Georgia 
farmers in planting grasses and 
other cover crops on land for- 
meriy used exciusiveiy for cotton 
production, Liddell said that just 
a few years ago one-half the gross 
farm income came from growing 
cotton. 

“Now, cotton is responsible for 
only one-fifth of the gross in- 
come,” he explained. 

Liddell said that 20 million to 
30 million trees are being grown 
ir. Georgia's state nurseries as part 
‘of the expanded conservation pro- 
gram. 

Lt. Gov. Marvin CGriffin told a 
Monday night banquet audience 
that ideas and traditions of Amer- 
ica need to be conserved just as 
does the soil. 

“Let's don’t apologize for the 
capitalistic system,” he said. “We 
ought to get out and work for that 
system and let people xnow we're 
proud of it.” 

Griffin attacked what he called 
‘swapping freedoms one by one’ 
for security. “Someday,” he con- 
tinued, “we'll wake up and find 
we have neither security nor free- 
dom.”

Director R. E. Warren and As- 
sistant Direttor J. B. Hatchett 
Monday made public a letter 
written to the Editor, protesting 
an article allegediv written by 
Letch Foster, a fugitive from this 
state. 

The name of hoster, who has 
unsuccessfully fought extradition 
from California, was signed to an 
article which contended he would 
be murdered if sent back to a 
Georgia prison. The department 
said Foster was anxious to return 
to Georgia when California started 
questioning him about an alleged 
murder. 

When it was found Foster was 
in a Georgia prison at the time 
of the alleged slaying, the de- 
partment continued, and Cali- 
fornia couldn't prosecute, Foster 
began making his charges of mis- 
treatment in Georgia and fighting 
extradition. 


Hatchett recalled = that 
Southern states have filed libel 
suits against national magazines 
in recent years to try to halt er- 
roneous slurs against them. 

Foster was given 
vears for automobile 
(;winnett County and two to 20 
years for burglary in Hall County 
in 1946, after completing a three- 
year term in an Army prison. He 
escaped five times from Georgia 
prisons. 

Picked up in California last 
August where he was fighting with 
a girl friend, Foster was identi- 
fied as a Georgia fugitive. He told 
officers he had committed a mur- 
der in California a few vears ago 

The Los Angeles Daily Mirror 
and Front Page Detective quoted 
him as stating he decided to “ad- 
mit” the slaving and face the gas 
chamber in California rather than 
return to a “Georgia chain gang.” 
The term “chain gang” is no longer 
used in Georgia. 

The article allegedly written by 
Foster said Foster was forced to 
wear a 20-pound hall and chain 
day and night, that he was dressed 
in stripes and beaten by sadistic 
guards.

For the Cost . 
Of a Torn Fender 


Every high school student in the nation 
could be given complete and thorough 
driver training at a cost of about $30 each, 
according to the American Automobile 
Association. 

The AAA estimate is based on:a nation- 
wide survey covering 529 high schools and 
five teacher training schools in 43 states. 


In announcing the results of the study, 
J. E. O’Neill, AAA*traffic safety chairman, 
said, “In view of the low cost of driver 
training, it is no longer a question of 
whether schools can afford to provide this 
type of education. Rather it becomes clear 
that we cannot afford the cost of failure 
to provide such training.” 

Traffic accidents cost this nation about 
two billion dollars annually and that is 
not counting deaths and injuries. The $30 
cost of training a young driver is about 
what the bill comes to for mending one 
ripped fender on a late model automobile. 

Properly trained drivers have only half 
as many wrecks as do drivers without the 
benefit of training. Half of two billion is 
one billion. 

Surely, we can afford the cost of a 
ripped fender to give each teen-ager the 
driver education that would help save a 
billion annually. 

This State, and others, already are 
teaching drivers in the schools, but the 
program is still in its infancy. It needs all 
the encouragement we can give it.

Feels Strongly 


WASHINGTON—Speculation over President 

Truman’s future political plans has been intensi- 

fied somewhat by the setback the Democrats suf- 

fered in the recent elections. Most observers are inclined to agree 

that the results tend to force a reappraisal of the outlook for a 
Truman third-term candidacy. 


There have been two schools on the subject right along. One, 
reflecting the hopes and wishes of the White House inner circle, has 
held that the President was bound to seek re-election. The other. 
representing a less personal interest, has felt that he was more likely 
to step down at the end of his present term. . 


Heretofore, the majority opinion has been or the side of those 
who foresaw a third-term candidacy. That is to say, more people 
seemed to believe he would run again than those taking an oppos- 
ing view. But since the election the third-term school has lost 


many of its adherents. 
Not So Bad In view of what happened in 1946, it cannot 
be argued successfully that the President will 
be influenced any too much by the latest election results. After 
seeing his party suffer a seemingly disastrous defeat that year, with 
the Republicans capturing control of both houses of Congress, he 
went on to seek re-election and won a startling upset victory. 
The setback the Democrats met this year was not nearly as bad as 
the defeat handed them four years ago. 


Nevertheless, it is logical to suppose that Mr. Truman may see 
in the recent returns the earmarks of a trend which make it prudent 
for him to retire gracefully in 1952. To put it another way, there 
is certainly less of a temptation for him to run than there would 
have been if the Democrats had won an overwhelming victory at 
the polls on Nov. 7. 


Then he could have looked on the results as a mandate for him 
to carry on. As it is, while the elections cannot be said to con- 
stitute a repudiation of the Administration, they left the Democrats 
with a tenuous control at best. The outlook for 1952 has been made 
more dubious. It is bound to be a factor that will be weighed by 
the President when he comes to make his final decision. 


Two years ago when Mr. Truman was making a bid for re- 
election he was guided by a spirit of vindication. The country had 
turned out a Democratic Congress midway of his first term and 
there was a clamor within his own party against his nomination. 
If he had stepped aside then or been defeated he would have been 
marked down in hstory as a failure. The zeal he displayed in 
making the vigorous whistle-stop campaign he did was inspired by 
a desire to justify his Administration. 


That can hardly be a consideration in 1952. He has gained the 
vindication he sought, and to go beyond, it seems, would be to 
tempt fate. Moreover, at 68, which he will be when the next 
Presidential campaign rolls around, he will be lacking something in 
the degree of energy which enabled him to make one of the most 
vigorous campaigns in history. 


Only Natural Among the people who surround a Presi- 

° dent—any Président—there is always a de- 
sire to have him continue in office. It is natural because their 
jobs and influence depend on it. These are the people who have 
been largely responsible for touting the third-term idea. 


Mr. Truman, himself, has never said anything to indicate he 
plans to run again. On the contrary, he has made several utter- 
ances which seem to put him down as definitely determined to retire 
when his term is up. He would seem to have more to gain by fol- 
lowing a course of that kind. 


There is something else that may weigh heavily on the side 
of his voluntary retirement. Some of the President’s close friends 
say that he has a burning desire to go down in history as a man 
who brought about stabilized world peace conditions. To that end 
he is reported to have made plans for making a final approach to 
Marshal Stalin in the months that lie ahead. If he is able to work 
out some adjustment on the present unsettled world peace condi- 
tions, then, his associates say, he will be prepared to step down at 


the end of his term and rest on the laurels that will be his in — 


history as a peacemaker. 


Only the intervention of another world war, it is believed, 
could force a change in his plans. Even then it is not certain what 
his decision about a third term would be. 


Finally, one of the best guides to what a man may do is often 
found in the attitude of his wife. Mrs. Truman is known to feel 
very strongly on the subject of his continuing in the White House. 
That may be the tipoff. Certain it is that more people feel this 
way about it now than they did before the election.

Her husband is at liberty to work for pay during the Summer 
vacation. Even so, it is a poor job, considered as a job. However, 
the glaring fact is that this young woman, the wife of an “educator,” 
regards the coaching of students in team sports as education. This 
is a common American fallacy. 

We even give degrees in something called “physical education.” 
I will go into this subject only far enough to point out that our 
concept of education has strayed so far from the pursuit of intel- 
lectual knowledge in our devouring public schoo! system that our 
youth deem it a duty of the state to teach them how to play games. 

Teachers have been trained to regard this as a normal and cor- 
rect function of public education. 

Unquestionably this young woman's husband is wronged when 
he is required to spend “at least two hours at least three times a 
week for basketball and four hours the night of the game” and 
to “get to a football game at 6:30 p. m. when it doesn't start until 
8 because someone had to open the gates for the cars and collect 
tickets.” 

But that is a problem of labor relations, not education. 

Another letter comes from a teacher in Ferndale, Mich., whose 
use of the language is a comment on her own education. 

“You see,” she says, “they, to, are individual human beings.” 

The important distinction between “to” and “too” is unknown 
to this educator.

* many children learn neither to spell nor write. Exam- 
ples of this came from our boys in World War II in their letters 
home. Our town meetings are ganged by a powerful lobby year 
after year for more money for the school department. A consid- 
erable segment of our population who have no children in public 
school have to be content with a street lighting system 50 years 
behind the times and inadequate sidewalks because our school sys- 
tem drains off so many tax dollars.”

“All teachers are not good” means that no 
teacher is good. Undoubtedly she meant to say that “not all 
teachers are good.”

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: My 
problem involves my mother’s 
family and their attitudes to 
wards her and us children. When 
I was a little girl, my aunts, then 
unmarried, would openly berate 
mother. For example, they would 
ask why she didn’t buy new 
linoleum for her kitchen, the old 


one being worn in spots. She 
would say nothing. 


One aunt in particular puzzles 
me. She seems to pick on me. 
I was married recently and in 
time went to visit her. As she 
invited me in, she looked me 
up and down with a critical 
stare, but I was polite to her. 
It was mid-afternoon but her 
breakfast dishes were undone, 
and I noticed too that her beds 
were unmade, and there was 
considerable dust around; also 
a worn spot on the kitchen floor. 
And her children were dirty. 


She continued to give me a 
critical stare, although I was 
dressed very neatly and plainly. 


We talked of various things and 
then I mentioned that my hus- 
band had given me a sewing ma- 
chine, of which I was very 
proud. (Mother never had a 
sewing machine, and us chil- 
dren often wore torn clothes.) 
When I spoke of the sewing ma- 
chine, Aunt Kit laughed very 
loud and very long in my face, 
as if to say “Why do you try? 
You'll never have anything or 
be anybody.” Looking back on 
our conversation, I wonder why 
things are like this. Can you 
shed any light on the situation? 
—E. P. 

DEAR E. P.: It is probable that 
the aunt who “seems to pick on” 
you was also the most actively 
unfriendly critic of your mother 
during your childhood—the rel- 
ative most vocal and persistent 
in taunting her face-to-face, and 
in agitating unkind chatter 
about her behind her back, but 
in your hearing. And in those 
years, perhaps this Aunt Kit 
perceived your sensitive, re- 
proachful and possibly mutely 
defiant reaction to her loud- 
mouthed hostility to your 
mother. 


As I get the pitch, there were 


mixed motives fer your visit. 
There was a wistful hope of 
making a hit with your aunt at 
last, with your nice clothes, new 
prosperity, etc., thus figuratively 
elevating your mother teo. Also 
there was a latent intent to look 
down your nose at Kit’s squalid 
domesticity, as pay-off for the 
snide treatment she dealt your 
mother in the old days. 


You are definitely “some- 
body” in the gentle dignity of 
your personality; and you al- 
ready have a great deal else, 
from the world’s viewpoint, in 
your marriage and the solid fact 
of owning your home.

Of Vitamins 


The development of vitamin 
deficiency diseases may be pre- 
vented by an adequate and con- 
tinuous daily intake of vitamins. 
Once a vitamin deficiency dis- 
ease has developed, it is cus- 
tomarily and scientifically 
treated by giving the deficient 
Vitamin in quantities consider- 
ably greater than those required 
for prevention only. 

The pharmaceutical industry 
has evolved two general classes 
of vitamin preparations. One is 
used for preventive purposes 
only. The potency of the prep- 
aration is such that it supplies 
the body with sufficient vita- 
min to prevent the development 
of disease, if used continuously 
and adequately in cases where 
the diet fails to. provide the 
necessary quantity. 

he preparations used for 
treatment of vitamin deficiency 
disease are of much higher po- 
tency. To be sure, the prepara- 
tion used for prevention could, 
in large doses, serve the purpose 
of the higher potency prepara- 
tions, but inconvenience and 
needless expense would be in- 
volved. 


It is not good judgment to 
continually use high-potency 
vitamin products for preven- 
tive purposes. The absorp- 
tion and retention of the vita- 
min depends largely upon the 
need for it which exists in the 
tissues. If the need is not 
great, the excess is “thrown 
off” quite rapidly. As a mat- 
ter of fact, some vitamins are 
stored or retained, but very 
briefly in the tissues and need 
constant replenishment. 


A continued deficiency in the 
diet of one or more vitamins 
gives rise to abnormal condi- 
tions for sometime before these 
conditions become noticeable. 
This period of time is included 
in the medical phrase, ‘“sub- 
clinical state.” Such a state is 
most difficult to diagnose, in 
the absence of significant symp- 
toms, and must be assumed on 
the basis of the character of the 
diet. Unless the diet continu- 
ously provides an_ optimal 
amount of the needed vitamins, 
the subclinical state may be sus- 
pected. The patient is unaware 
of this state and the physician 
is unable to diagnose it. 


It follows, therefore, that 
the daily intake of supple- 
mental vitamins in PREVEN- 
TIVE doses (not therapeutic 
doses) can do no harm and 
may do much good. The daily 
minimal requirement may be 
safely exceeded by taking sup- 
plemental vitamins in these 
doses, In experimental ani- 
mals and occasionally in hu- 
man subjects who have taken 
enormous doses of vitamins 
over a period of time, certain 
disease states have been noted 
which are usually referred to 
as “poisoning.” This possibil- 
ity is most remote when one 
confines himself to preventive 
doses. In fact it does not 
exist. 


The statement sometimes 
heard to the effect that a per- 
son who eats an “adequate” diet 
has no need for supplemental 
Vitamins is very questionable. It 
is improbable that on a diet of 
refined, bleached and preserved 
food—which constitutes a large 
part of the present-day diet— 
-—the daily vitamin requirements 
are met with in most instances. 
This type of diet is-unfortunately 
largely favored by those who 
“can't eat this,” and “can't eat 
that.” 

Everyone should eat “protec- 
tive foods’—raw and unproc- 
essed foods in sufficient amount, 
daily, to insure adequate nutri- 
tion. Too often these foods are 
taken in dainty amounts as a 
“gesture,” and fail to provide the 
protection needed. The daily in- 
take of supplemental vitamins 
in proper form and dosages 
remedies this defect.

the Lines’ president and General Manager, was in a reminis- 


cent mood. 

He recalied how back in 1909 he 
was racing automobiles on the old 
Atlanta Speedway, now the site of 
Atianta’s Municipal Airport, anc 
how both Eastern Air Lines and 
Atlanta got into the air passenger 
transport business together just 
22 years ago. 

Since that not too distant day, 
Eastern has grown irito a 12,000- 
route-mile airline tieing into a 
community a number of Americas 
greatest cities and Capt. Ricken- 
backer says Atianta is the “hub’ 
of this far-flung air system. 

We checked with Jack Gray, 
manager of Municipal Ai$irport, 
and learned that when conversion 
of the dirt race track, over which 
Rickenbacker raced, was complet- 
ed and Atlanta's airport was ready 
to receive and send off planes, it 
was an establishment employing 
only six persons. 

The airport now employs 3,200 
persons and-is the terminal for 192 
scheduled passenger piane flights 
daily. In addition to Eastern 
lines, three other passenger lines 
(Delta, Capital and Southern) and 
one cargo line (U.S. Airlines) op- 
erate in and out of it 

The planes of these lines trans- 
port 100,000 persons monthly and 
a considerable volume of air 
freight, in- and out of Atlanta, and 
on an average month, 350,000 per- 
sons will visit the air terminal 
either to fly or to meet or see off 
passengers. . 

Currently, Atlanta and the Fed- 
eral government is spending 
$6,900,000, on a fifty-fifty basis, to 
build new runways and generally 
enlarge the airport and when this 
work is completed, Atlanta will 
have gained the Civil Aeronautics 
Board's top rating for an inland 
airport. 

During these years, Fastern Air 
Lines has grown apace and Mon- 
day Capt. Rickenbacker = § an- 
nounced plans for the purchase of 
$45.000.000 worth of new Martin 
404 and Lockheed Super Constel- 
lation airplanes. These new ships 
will double Fastern's seating c: 
pacity and step up the already 
plenty-fast speed of the passenger 
plane by 100 miles per hou: 

Moreover, Capt. Rickenbacker 
gays, the two ships are so designed 
that they can be equipped with 
turbo-jet motors.once the military 
releases this type for civilian use. 
Capt. Rickenbacker hopes that will 
be within three or four years and 
once it is accomplished, then At- 
lanta will be only an hour-and-a- 
quarter to an hour-and-a-half 
from New York 

The Martin 404's, Rickenbacker 
says, eventualiv”’ will replace the 
present 2l-passenger DC-3's and 
will be used for local and semi- 
local trips. The 92-passenger Super 
Constellations, which will have a 
cruising speed of 330 -miles per 
hour, will «be used on long haul 
express flights. 

Delivery of both new models 
will start in the Summer of 1951 

Capt. Rickenbacker said Eastern 
has increased its earnings for the 
first nine months of 1950 approx- 
imately 30 percent above those of 
the same period in 1949. In line 
with this. the Board of Directors 
declared a dividend of 25 cents 
per share of common stock pay- 
able Dec. 18 to stockholders of 
record Dec. 1, 1950. 

The action resumes the annual 
50-cent-per-share dividend policy 
previously adopted by Fastern but 
interrupted in 1947 because of 
generally unsettled conditions 
within the air transport industry.

From the standpoint of the 
availability of labor, Georgia and 
the rest of the Southeast have 
improved their position, industry- 
wise, in the past ten years, a study 
of 1950 census returns reveals.
